Columbus, O., ‘January 3.—(Srecial.)}—-The, management of the 
Hanna senatorial fight were completely routed in the organiza- 
tion of the senate and hovse tcduy. The organization of the op- 
position, backed by Charies IL. Kurtz, was perfect. His predic- 
tion of the result proved to be exactly correct. 

The claim made by Boxwell and the Hanna managers last 
night, that three of the republican members who réfused to go 
into the republican house caucys Saturday would support Box- 
well, proved to be groundless. Likewise, Mr. Boxwell’s claim 
that s°*vetral democratic members had told him they preferred 
him to Mason and would support him if Mason was the opposing 
candidate. : 

The republican anti-Hanna._men who refused to support the 
Hanna house slate were: 


John P. Jones, of Stark county; Harry C. Mason and 


M. F. Bramley, of Clevgland; J.. E, Griffith, of Union county; 


James Manuel, of Dayton; D. O. Rutan, of Carroll county; James 
Joyce, of Cambridge; J. C. Otis, of Cincinnati, and William A. 
Scott, of Fulton county. 

Combining with the democrats, the anti-Hanna republicans 
controlled 56 votes, a majority of three votes. On every office 
the vote was the same, ‘and one after another the nominees on the 
Hanna slate went down to defeat before the anti-Hanna fusion. 

The lobby was packed, and hisses and cheers, as the votes were 
cast, caused such uproar at times that Secretary of State Mc- 
Kinney, who presided, repeatedly threatened to’ clear the hall. 


So intense was the feeling that violence was feared and a force 


of police officers was on hand, but their services were not needed. 

The anti-Hanna managers regard the result as a strong point 
gained in the senatorial election that they have one of their num- 
ber in the chair to rule on matters pertaining to the election, 

In the senate, Vernon J. Burke, the anti-Hanna senator from 
Cleveland, was absent. Senator Voight, the fusion republican 
from Cincinnati, though elected on the deniocra'‘tc ticket, operated 
with the. republicans on every vote, but with Senator Burke ab- 
sent the democrats controlled the body and captured every of- 
Every vote stood 18 democrats to 17 republicans. 

The perfect working of the anti-Hanna organization leads all 
unbiased observers here to the conclusion that Hanna’s defdat is 
certain, 

Colone] Dick claims that the fight against Boxwell had no 
connection with Hanna’s candidacy for the senate. That it 
rested on an entirely different basis—personal dislike for Mr. 
Boxwell. He says that at least two of those who voted for 
Mason will vote for Hanna. This would elect him. 

Charles L. Kurtz laughs at this and says it will go even worse 
with Hanna than it did with Boxwell.

It required an hour to examine the credentials and swear in 
the 109 members of the house, but the thirty-six senators soon 
qualified. 

All were present in the semate chamber except Senator Burke, 
of Cleveland, the republican who is opposed to Ifanna, and Sena 
Voight, the fusionist from Cincinnati, but even then the 
vote stood 18 to 17 in favor of the democrats, who elected all of 

officers. 

O. S. Cassel, democrat, was elected chief clerk over <A. C. 
republican, the latter having expected re-election by 
Burke's presence, although Burke would not support Hanna. 

As Senator Burke was absent and could not be sworn in, Thad- 
deus E. Cromwell, democrat, was elected president pro tem. of 
the senate, Aout it is understood that he will give way to Sena- 
tor Burke for that place as soon as the latter arrives to take 
his placé. 

The democratic organization of the senate was made complete 
in a very quick way, while a detachment of policemen were 
need to hold back the crowd that filled the hall of the house 
and pressed about its entrances. 

In the*hall ef the house the wildest scenes were witnedsed 
during the first hour of the session. -All of the 109 members “Were 
in théir seats. After the mame of Boxwell had been presented as 
the reguiar republican candidate for spenker, the name of Rep- 
resentative Mason, republican, was presented by Representative 
Jones, republixan, and seconded by the other republicans. The 
democrats did not participate in the speaking, 

As the ballot proceeded there were ioud cheers as the doubtful 
members responded to their names, and when the roll call ap- 
proached the close and Mason secured the necessary majority, 
there was a great demonstration that delayed the official an- 

vment of the vote, 

The first ballot. resulied: Mason, 66; Boxwell, 52, as had been 
claimed since Saturday night by the combined opposition to Sen- 
ator Hanna, The combine then compieted the organization of 
the house. 

There was much excitement over the election of a speaker pro 
em. Senator Mason had been all along openly oppozed to the 
e-election of Senator Hanna, but John P. Griffth, of Union

Five Members of a Family Are Serious- 
ly Injured. 


WERE SITTING BEFORE FIRE 


Four Children and Mother Are Wound- 
ed with Lead Thrown by 
Explosion. 


Charlotte, N. C., January 3.—(Special.)— 
While the family of Ed Roseborough were 
seated around the fireplace in their home on 
South college street, in this city, a stick of 
wood was thrown on to replenish fhe fire. 

Almost instantly there was a terrific ex- 
plosion that shook the house like an earth- 
quake. A perfect broadside of bull@a« rain- 
ed from the fireplace. 

When the smoke cleared away and the 
extent of the damage was counted up it 
was found that every one of the family of 
five had been seriously wounded. 

Roseborough’s wife was shot in the neck 
and thigh, a seven-year-old child was shot 
in the stomach, an glider child was badly 
wounded in both shoulders, a younger one 
had his hand blown off and was shot in 
the mouth; the other child was wounded in 
the eye, the bullet destroying the sight. 

It is thought that thirty bullets were dis- 
charged from the log. 

A nearby woodyard has suffered from 
numerous thefts lately and it is supposed 
the log was loaded to catch the thieves. 

The offease of preparing an infernal ma- 
chine is a penal offense in this state, but 
it is almost impossible to prove who fixed 
the loaded log.

COUNCIL OF 1898 STARTS. 
ON YEAR OF HARD WORK 


Last Active Session of the Old Council Occurred: 


Yesterday Afternoon Without Excitement, 


REPORTS. OF OFFICIALS AND COMMITTEES 


Mayor Collier's Annual Address fo the Council Was 
Splendid Document, Teeming with Interesting Facts 


DR. CHAS F. BENSON ELECTED 70 BOARD OF HEALTH 


Sensational Scene at the Night Session, When a 
Resolution Complimentary to the Mayor Was 
Introduced and a Rising Vote Called for, 
Councilman Lumpkin Remained 

Seated—Proceedirgs of Both 
Council Meetings in Full. 


The council ‘of 1897 quit the harness of municipal affairs yes- 
terday, and last night the couma:l of 1898 took up the work. 

The retiring members were Aldermen Hirsch and Tolbert, and 
Councilmen Barnes, Morris, Thompson, Culberson, Maddox, 
Adamson and Hutchinson, 

The members who took oath last night were Aldermen Turner 
and Mayson, and Councilmen LaHatte, MeCullough, Thomson, 
Adair, Burns, Hammond and Dozier. * 

Mayor Collier announced his committees last night. They 
are presented inefull elsewhere. 

The last active session of the old council was devoted to the 
rendering of reports for the year. These reports were handed in 
by the heads of the various departments of the city and the 
numerous committees. The greater number of the reports have 
previously appeared in The Constitution. A synopsis of the ones 
not hitherto touched on is presented elsewhere, 

The session last night opened with resolutions of thanks to 
the mayor, mayor pro tem. and the retiring members. It was 
when a rising vote was called for on the resolution thanking 
Mayor Collier for his splendid administration than an unprece- 
dented incident occurred. Councilman Lumpkin, of the hold- 
over councilmen, refused to rise, The councilman’s action was 
totally unexpected and so unusual that the clerk called out @ 
unanimous vote. 

“Alderman Dimmock was then re-elected mayor pro tem., and 
when h® had been escorted to his seat, Mayor Collier read his 
annual message, The message waa well prepared and well deliv- 
ered. In his message the mayor estimates a decrease over 1897 of 
$30,000 to $35,000. The rec.l estate shrinkage, he says, is $200,000, ac- 
cording to the reports of the assessor. The mayor praises the 
sanitury department, ahd then recommends: 


The putting in of flush tanks. 

The building of an additional garbage crematory. 

The building to two more six-grade grammar schools. 

The purchase of a waters tower for the fire department. 

The appropriation of $0,000 as a working basis for a viaduct 
across Mitchel] street.

“Bonds amounting to $77,500 have been paid off during the 
year, $74,000 of this amount being received from the sale of a 
like amount of redemption bonds sold by the council of 1896, and 
the balance of $3,530 paid out of the annual bond redemption sink- 
ing fund for the year 1897. This leaves the present bonded debt 
of the city $2,949,000, upon which there is an annual interest 
charge of $164,277.50. 

“Bonds to the amount of $300,000, bearing interest at 7 per 
cent per annum, mature on the Ist day of January, 1899, and it 
will be incumbent upon the present council to arrange for re- 
funding this issue. This can be’ readily done and our interest 
charge reduced after this year by at least $9,000 per annum,

“Touching the expenditures of the year, it is proper to add 
that we ad to pay out the sum of $3,088.84 on account of court 
jvdgments against the city rendered in 1896 and acquiesced in. by 
the city authorities, but held over until .1897, and no provision 


made for tLe payment thereof out of the income of 1896, and no 
mention made thereof in the official reports for that year. 
‘The work in the assessor’s department has progressed suf- 
ficiently to indicate tl at there will be a shrinkage in real estate 
assessments for the year 1826 of approximately $2,000,000, as com- 
pared with 1897, due to the very laudable effort of the assessors 
to equalize taxation by reducing assessments in the outlying dis- 


tricts of the city.

“It is not unreasonable to conclude that there a 


will 


'- proportionate reduction in personal property returns, so that we 


may: confidently expect a decrease in revenue fur the year as 
ccmpared with 1&97,of $30,000 to $35,000. In view of this fact, the 
necessity for rigid economy in expenditures is plainly apparent, 
and will, I am sure, commend itse!f to the council of 1898. 


Work of the Street Department. 

“While the deffand for permanent street improvement has not 
been so great as in former years, due in a great measure to the 
prevailing business depression, still considerable work has been 
done in this departmert, under the direction of the city engi- 


meer; and the quality of the work has been of the very best. 

“Forsyth street, between Hunter and Whitehall streets, has 
been brought to a proper grade, and the rough, unsightly rubble 
pavement which has for yoars rendered th‘s street almost im- 
passable has been replaced by a smooth vitrified brick pavement, 
of very superior character. Tile sidewalks have been laid the 
same distance, and the street is now the equal of any in the 
city. The cost of this paving was $22,112.55 two-thirds of which, 
less prorata amount paid by the street railway, wis paid by the 
abutting property cwiers. The cost of grading was $1,907.05, all 
of which. was paid by the city. In addition, amounts aggregat- 
ing $5,045.50 have been. paid out by the city in gradirg, readjust- 
{ng cross streets and private lots to the new grade of the street, 
and in lewe2riug water mains and replacing service connec- 
tions, hydrants, ete. The tile sidewalks cost $6,829.35, and were 
paid for’by the abutting proreity owners, 

“Blizabeth street, situated in the Inman Park addition to the 
city, has been paved for a distance of 2,095 lineal feet with chert 
and macadam at a cost of $9,222.32, and tile sidewalks and cement 
curbing at a cost of $4,946.92. 3 

‘Tile sidewalks have been laid on Capitol avenue from Hunter 
etreet to Crumley street at a cost of $6,102.60. 

“One block of Bartow street, from Marietta street to the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, has been paved with beigtan blocks at 
a@ cost of $886.70, all of which was paid by the city. 

“North avenue is now being paved with the Williams wooden 
blocks from Peachtree street to Williams street. That portion 
frcm West Peachtree street to Williams street has been finished 
@t a cost of $7,380.09. Payment for the work has not yet been 
made, but the appropriation for the entire work was made last 

ear, and the necessary funds to pay the same have been 
ought. forward from last year’s appropriation. 

“The pavement upon this street is in the nature of an ex- 
periment, but after a most searching examination into its merits 
Iam well nigh convinced that it will prove an ideal pavement. 
its smoothness, resiliency and freedom from noise commend it 
as an ideal pavement for residence streets, and its patentee 
claims for it greater durability than any of the pavements now 
im use, even when subjected to the heaviest traffic. 

“Of brick sidewalk and stone curbing, 4.15 miles were laid 
during the year, at a cost of $9,894.74; 1.73 miles of tile sidewalk 


to the city’s interest. , 


sioner of public works during the year. A considerable portion 
of this work, in the nature of street repairs, is of a semi-per- 
manent character, and reflects great credit upon the intelligence 
and judgment of the very efficient commission. 

“I trust that hereafter the great bulk of the money aogrousse- 
ed for this department may be devoted to this class of repairs 
upon populated side streets where travel is light, and that for a 
time at least the opening and-grading of new streets may be left 
to the energy and public sp'rit of enterprising indiviguale and 
land companies having vacant l-:s for sale. 

“In addition to the ordinary work incident to his department, 
the commissioner of public works has during the year built a 
splendid stone, fire-proof addition to the city stockade at a 
ccest to the city of $3,063.68, thus more than doubling the capacity 
of the stockade, and permitting a complete separation of men, 
women and boys. The building is of the most durable 
character, the sanitary and heating arrangements are first class 
in every respect, and all the appointments are strictly up to 


date. 
Question of Sewerage Is Important. 


“During the year there have been constructed 1.47 miles of 


trunk sewers at a cost of $15,743.52, all of which was paid by the 
city; and 5.26 miles of lateral sewers at a cost of $20,231.83, all of 
which was paid by abutting property owners, except where for 
special reasons some particular lot or lots were relieved. 

“It has been the policy of the sewer department during the 
past year to construct lateral sewers so far ag possible only upon 
streets where water pipes had already been laid, thus enabling 
the city to realize on its investment in water pipes and at the 
same time collect promptly the cost of the sewer from abutting 
property owners. A similar policy has been followed by the 
water department, so that the gap has been almost closed, and 
nearly all streets now which have water have been supplied with 
Sewers and vice versa. 

“We have now 72.59 miles of sewers, trunk and lateral, which 
have cost $746,529.91, but there remains much work of this char- 
acter to be done. The trunk sewers should be extended beyond 
the populated sections as rapidly as the resources of the city 
will permit, and the lateral sewers, now that the cost of the 
same has been reduced, should at all events keep pace with the 
laying of water pipes; and if authority should be given by the 
pending election on water bonds, so as to enable the water au- 
thorities to complete the water system, then the sewerage sys- 
tem should likewise be pushed to a speedy completion. 

“The experience of the past summer in flushing sewers empha- 
sizes the imuportance and necessity, as well as the value of flush 
tanks in connection with the sewerage system. No sewers should 
be hereafter built without flush tanks at all proper points, and 
these tanks should be at once supplied to all sewers lacking them, 
where it can be done. The flushing of sewers by the use of 
hydrants is both expensive and unsatisfactory, while tank flush- 
ing is simple, comparatively inexpensive and very efficacious. 

“In this connection, I desire to caik the attention of -the gen- 
eral council to the necessity of a speedy investigation and 
determination of the problem which confronts®us today of the 
proper disposition of the city’s sewage. It is a question that 
calls for the best thought of this body, and much depends upon 
its proper and speedy solution. Already there are indications of 
impending trouble, which prompt action will be necessary to 


avert. 
Work of the Sanitary Depart ment, 


“The work of the sanitary department has been unusually 
heavy during the past year, and has been performed in the most 


satisfactory manner. Day and night the faithful officials of this 
department have labored and tolled, with little hope of any 
reward. or recognition beyond their meager salaries, save only 
that which comes from the consciousness of duty well per- 
formed. . 

“This department has been somewhat of a storm-center dur- 
ing almost the entire year; its daily operations have passed 
under my personal observations, and I desire in this public man- 
ner to place on record my = deliberate judgment that no city, 
corporation or individual ever received from any one, service 
more intelligent, more zealous, more conscientious, more unseif- 
ish than the city of Atlanta has received during the year just 
closed from the chief sanitary inspector and his corps of assist- 
ants. Confronted by difficulties of an unusual and trying char- 
acter, they have met every emergeticy in a manner deserving of 
the highest praise. 

“Aside from the usual and ordinary labors incident to this 
department, which have been well and faithfully performed, the 
epidemic of yellow fever which developed late in the summer 
alcng the gulf coast added new burdens and responsibilities. Our 
c'ty became a veritable ‘city of refuge’ to the panic~stricken un- 
fortunates, and notwithstanding the fact that two or three typi- 
cal cases of yellow fever developed among the refugees who had 
been exposed to the infected districts, there was no further 
spread of the disease here, although a number of persons from 
the same localities, as well as several of our own citizens, were 
keptin quarantine in the same house. The result speaks volumes 
for the healthfulness of our city, attests the wisdom and good 
judgment of our most excellent board of health, and goes far 
toward establishing the claim that, with local conditions exist- 
ing as they have in Atlanta during the past year, our city is 
proof against an epidemic of yellow fever. The extra expense 
entailed upon the sanitary department by this incident amounted 
to $1,362.37, and no similar amount of money has ever been ex- 
pended by the city to better advantage. 

“Following close upon this, a case of smallpox, traceable to 
Birmingham, developed in a thickly populated negro settlement 
in the western portion of the city. In this, as in almost every 
other case that has since developed, the most persistent effort has 
been made by the parties infected, as well as their families and 
friends, to conceal the existence of the disease from the author- 
ities. But for this strange and unaccountable action the dis- 
ease could and would have been stamped out in its inception, and 
much loss and suffering prevented. Confronted with such a con- 
dition, the board of health, through the sanitory inspectors, in- 
stituted a vigorous and continuous house to house search through- 
out all suspected localities, and with commendable promptitude 
and energy ordered a systematic compulsory vaccination of every 
person in the city who was unable to give satisfactory evidence 
of recent successful vaccination. A large corps of physicians 
were employed, and, with-the aid of the city physicians, it is 
estimated that at least 75,000 people were vaccinated within the 
space of three weeks. So successfully has this work been ac- 
complished that I am able to announce that the disease is now 
under contro] and will be speedily stamped out; and I dare say 
no community in all the land is so thoroughly protected against 
a like recurrence. During the continuance of the disease, 198 per- 
sons actually infected were carried to the smallpox hos- 
pital, and 213 who had been exposed were placed in quarantine. 
Of this latter number, twenty-five developed the disease and 
were transferred to the hospital. Of the total number of cases, 
199 were colored and 24 white; and it is most gratifying to note 
that among so large a number of cases only three deaths oc- 
curred. “The result speaks volumes for the skill and ability of 
Dr. J. L. Stockdell, who has had sole and entire charge of the 
haspital’ during the continuance of the epidemic. The expense 
incident to this outbreak amounts to $12,679.98, a detailed state- 
ment of which will be found in the annual report of the board 
of health. 

“In addition to the cases-noted above, removed from the city, 
there have been twenty-five cases brought to the hospital from 
Fu'ton county outside of Atlanta and five f*»m the county placed 
in quarantine. This has been done under an arrangement with 
the county authorities for the payment by them of all expenses 
incurred on sugh account, which will very considerably reduce the 
general cost 48 above set out. 

‘‘Before dismissing this department, I desire to renew the rec- 
ommendation made in my last annual message as to the neces- 
sity forthe construction of an additional garbage crematory near 
the center of the city. A very large part of the expense of tne 
sanitary department grows out of the long hauls of garbage made 
necessary by the remoteness of the present crematory. There are 
localities near the center of the city, cheap and convenient, where 
a crematory of the character proposed can be operated without 
offense to any one, and its cost, I am assured, can be well nigh 


saved in one year’s operation. 
Record of the Public Schools. ‘ 

From the department of public schools comes a ager 
encouraging reports of real and substantial progress during the 
past year.

When I asked Hon. Joseph W. Bailey, 
the leader of the house democrats, for an 


expression concerning the commission plan, 


he said: 

“Il am not inclined to discuss the report 
of this self-appointed commiss.on any more 
I would be inclined to discuss the 
proceedings of a convention of bankers, for 
they represent practically the same class 
will ‘be found by those who 
take the trouble to examine the report that 
it is merely an elaborate and well-con- 
sidered plan to surrender the entire control 
of our currency to the national banks. To 
who think as J do, this proposition 
seems almost revolutionary, and yet I un- 
derstand perfectly well that it is the logical 
sequence of the single gold standard. 

“Ieverybody understands that the supply 
of gold is totally inadequate to meet the 
business demands of-the country, and the 
plan proposed by this commission confesses 
that fact very -plainly. It proposes, howe 
ever, to remedy the inadequacy in the sup- 
of actual money by compelling our 
people to transact their business on credits 
and yet they have the presumption to claim 
for themselves that they are the advocates 
of sound money. The truth is, they advo- 
cate no money at all, but urge the people 
of this country to the dangerous experi- 
ment of discarding the use of money and 
resorting exclusively to the use of credit. 
Of course it is not surprising that the bank- 
ers should advocate such a plan, because 
they will supply the cred'ts for 
the use of which the people must pay them 
interest. Under this plan, and, indeed. un- 
der any plan which the advocates of the 
gold standard will propose, the merchants 
and farmers of th's country will be eom- 
pelled to borrow bank notes that bear no in- 
terest and are secured at most by only 100 
cents o1 the dollar, and yet the people will 
be compelled to give notes that do bear 
interest and are secured by @it least 200 cents 
on the dollar. A _ profitable arrangement 
for the banks undoubtedly, and one which 
the bankers as a elass are clamorous in 
supporting. There are many honorable ex- 
ceptions, I am glad to say, for ] know quite 
a number of bankers who are willing to 
take their chances on equal terms with the 
rest of us, and who do not ask any specia! 
favors at the hands of the government. The 
rule, however, ‘s that the bankers favor 
this plan because th'‘s plan is highly favor- 
able to the bankers.” 


Chairman Jones. 


Senator Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of 
the democratic national committee, said he 
had not been able to make a close study 
of the “commission plan... but had read 
enough of it to make some interesting dis- 
coveries. 

“IT have, after scanning the pages of the 
report. at last discovered its purpose,” said 
he.

Practically the Gage Plan. 

““There is no great difference between this 
plan and that of Secretary Gage,”’ contin- 
ued Senator Jones. ‘“‘The purpose of each 
is, as Secretarv Gage put it. to make more 
certain this country’s vosition onthe go!'d 
standard. As 1 see this st renort. it has 
*hree distinct purposes: First. to fasten the 
gold standard upon this countrv: second, to 
retire the ereenbicks and contract the cur- 
rency: third, to ereativ increase the pow- 
ers of the national banks. 

“With regard ‘to the first the report. is 
snecific. There is ro attemnt at eanivoca- 
tion. which will. I am afra’d give my 
friend Senator Wolcott something of an un- 
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is epecific and means that the 
4international bimetaliism can no longer be 


kept up—that tnese people who have used 


it most potentiy in getting hold of the 
government now throw aside all pretense. 
if these are any bimetallists left in the re- 
publican party, that is notice to them that 
they are. in the wrong pew. Of course, 
there is no question of the position of the 
republican party—there never has been any 
doubt of the place which the ty was 
bound to take eventually in this conflict. 
It is for the gold standard without equiv- 
ocation and all these efforts at currency 
reform are designed to strengthen that 
policy, which has already brought such ruin 
to the country. 

“Mr. Gage, somewhere is his testimony 
before the house committee, in pene of 
his proposed retirement of $200,000, of 
greenbacks, declares that he would be &at- 
isfied at the immediate retirement of that 
vast sum, ‘but the people would not stand 
it. The contraction of the currency would 
be more ruinous in two years than the in- 
terest on the bonds to take the place of the 
greenbacks in forty years.’ And yet this 
commission proposes to retire more than 
$500,000,000. One thing his impressed me par- 
ticularly in what these two reports—that on 
the Gage plan and this one—have to say 
upon this question of retirement of the 
government obligations. You will notice 
that in both a great deal of emphasis is 
laid on the necessity of a gradual retire- 
ment. That word gradual occurs many 
times. Why gradual? If there is an ex- 
cess of paper money there can be no ne- 
cessity of a gradual retirement—if there is 
a real excess, I mean. On the other hand, 
if there is no excess, why should there be 
any retirement, gradual or otherwise? 

“At several points in his testimony be- 
fore the house committee Mr. Gage declares 
that the banks now have no faith in silver 
dollars and silver certificates, in one place 
declaring that the feeling among bankers 
is so strong against them that they are 
careful to keep them in the hands of the 
people. And yet under the Edmunds plan 
it is provided that the government must 
pay out gold for silver dollars and silver 
certificates when presented. Tha looks 
like another scheme to make raids upon 
the treasury supply of gold possible, doesn't 
it? What becomes of the pretense that 
we must break that endless chain about 
which we have heard go much? Both Mr. 
Gage and Mr. Edmunds talk of that end- 
less chain and yet if I interpret their lan- 
guage correctly they seem intent upon in- 
creasing the government's obligations 
which must be paid in gold and in opening 
up new ways for more raids. 

“The commission declares We have too 
much currency and Mr. Gage declares that 
the retirement of two hundred millions 
would be more ruinous in two years than 
the interest on the bonds in forty years. 
They seem to have got apart there. But 
it isn’t worth while going into a full con- 
sideration of either of these plans or of 
taking the trouble to compare them one 
with the other. The fact is that from the 
standpoint of the people they are vulnerable 
throughout. There is. however, just one 
point to be mentioned in the Edmunds plan. 
Under it all banks are made responsible 
for the notes of all other banks. In other 
words, there is created a giant corporation 
or combination of the banks and to that 
combination or syndicate is given the con- 
trol of*the entire currency of the country. 
With the government allowing the railroads 
to go into a giant pool on the one hand 
and with a bank syndicate exercising the 
control over the currency which the gov- 
ernment should retain unto itself, what 
becomes of the interests of the people? 
Such a proposition is too monstrous to ad- 
mit of being characterized in Sunday school 
language. 


No Action This Year. 


“T do not think there will be any action 
on the currency question at this session of 
congress. No bill on the lines proposed 
could be put through the senate, though 
Reed might force it through the house. 
There is a republican majority in the sen- 
ate as the passage of the tariff bill demon- 
strated but the repubiicans of the senate 
will not consent to the enactment of legis+ 
lation as vicious as is proposed in these 
plans for currency reform.” 


Mr. Howard on the Plan. 


Congressman Howard, of the elghth Geor- 
gia district, said: ‘‘This is nothing more than 
a statement of the republican pos.tion put 
more emphatically than the republicans 
have dadred to put it. 

‘“‘Al’ those features of the so-called com- 
mission pian by which they propose to 
further contract the currency and give 
over to the national banks the control of 
the country’s currency are the natural and 
legitimate results of the single gold stand- 
ard. If we are to have the gold standard 
we may expect all the rest to follow as a 
natural sequence. There is no real use in 
wasting time in the discussion of the de- 
tai‘s of the plan. Its purpose avowed and 
declared is to make more _ certain this 
country’s position on the gold standard and 
no democrat ccen be a party to legislation 
on those lines. I do not. belleve that a bill 
on these lines can become a law, either 
with this congress or any other.’ 

Cclorel Livingston’s Views. 
Livingston said: ‘‘Nobody 
can be surprised at the provisions of the 
report of those gentlemen. It is just what 
we have expected; in fact, is the only thing 
that eould have come from such a body. 
The best that can be said for the report by 
a democrat is that it Is a frank and open 
expression of the views of those represent-' 
ing the money power and that there is no 
attempt at concealment of the real posi- 
tion. 

“It is, of course, the repuDiican position 
on the money question. There is no talk 
of more attempts at bimetallism through 
expensive commissions sent abroad. These 
gzentsemen make for the republicans the 
declarations which they as a party are 
afraid to make, but which they will now 
have to défend. 

“‘All these efforts at currency reform are 
in the interest of national bankers and at 
the expense of the interest of the people. 
There is no practical difference between 
this one and that of Secretary Gage, cer- 
tainly none in the results to be obtained.”’ 

Covernor Sayers, of Texas, Talks. 

Governor Suyers, of Texas, said: ‘I do 
not see that the expressions of these gen- 
tlemen, however ciever they may be, are 
of sufficient importance to warrant serious 
discussion. These gentlemen declare that 
the purpose of their plan is to fasten on 
us the gold standard to further contract 
the currency and to give’ almost unlimited 
powers to the national banks. No demo- 
erat can indorse those purposes.”’ 
Congressman Swanson, of Virginia. 

Congressman Swanson, of Virginia, said: 
“T have not taken the time to study the de- 
tails of the banking feature of the report, 
but there can be no question of the real 
purpose of the propositions these gentie- 
men make. They want to force the govern- 
ment to a formal indorsement of the gold 
standard and then to put in the hands of 
the banking syndicate the full control of 
the currency. No such bill will be enacted 
into law this congress.”’ 

Ccngressman DeGraffenreid. 


Congressman DeGraffenreid, Texas, 
said: “It's the same old thing in new 
dress. They want to increase the power of 
the national banks at the expense of the 
people. The republicans may try to repudi- 
ate their responsibility for the Gage and 
Icdmunds plans, but the people are going to 
hold them responsible.’ 


Judge Griggs, of Georgia. 


Judge Griggs, of the second district. said: 

“The report of the commission is just 
what was to be expected from the repre- 
sentatives of the gold trust whose busi- 
ness it Was to serve their clients regard- 
less of the result to the people of the United 
States. 

“The only thing that can be said in its 
favor is that it throws away all pretense 
of bimetallism and candidly declares its 
purpose to fix the gold standard with its 
‘nevitable concomitant of lower prices on 
the American people. In the declaratton 
that ‘with further coinage of silver dollars 
discontinued and ther parity assured by 
the exchange of gold for them on demand. 
it is better to reta'n them as they are 
than to aitempit a fina] solution at this 
time of the problem,’ they con- 
fess their inability io handle the 
question and present only another misera- 
ble makesh ft. Our experience with make- 
shifts in the past fs enough to d’sgust the 
people with others of the same character. 
Free coinage is the only solution of our 
money troubles and it must come before 
prosperity is restored. That it wll come 
soon I have not the remoiest shadow of a 
doubt.”

_The building was crowded to the very 
adooTs, prebably 2,000 people being jammed 
in its narrow space. In response to nu- 
merous calls R. M. Toothe was pushed fer- 
ward to the platform on which the speak- 
ers stood. As he reached it,’ there was 
an Ominous enacking and the raised plat- 
form on which the mayor and newly elect- 
ed aldermen were seated seemed to pitch 
forward to the floor. 

There was a sagging of timbers and the 
next moment one hundred and fifty people 
were hurled twenty feet to the floor be- 
low. A beam running twenty feet along 
the center of the hall had given way and 
the crowded mass standing above that 
section of the floor was thrown in a heap 
to the bottom. A large safe stood in the 
corner of the hall, and with a huge steam 
coil, weighing half a ton, came crashing 
down on the heads of the victims. 

Following the crash there was a wild 
rush for the doors. At the south door, 
where the majvurity of the crowd had en- 
tered, there was a terrble panic. Those 
in front were thrown down hy the oncom- 
ing rush, shrieking and fighting for the 
door and safety. Only one-half of the 
rear door, a space of probably three feet. 
was open, and in the mad rush no one 
thought to open the door in its entirety, 
and five hundred people struggled through 
the narrow space, the strong bearing down 
the weaker. , 

In the Grand opera house, which adjoins 
the wrecked building, the first act of “The 
Girl From Paris’ had just been concluded 
when word was whispered through the 
theater of the calamity. A panic was im- 
minent, but was averted by the actors and 
ushers, and the people quietly left the 
bu Iding. 

Many of those carried down by the fall- 
ing floor were boys fourteen to sixteen 
years old. Some of them managed to squirm 
from under heavy beams, where men could 
not move. Despite this, however, a number 
of them were killed, their lives being 
crushed out by the beams which gradually 
settled upon them, borne down by the 
heavy iron safe and the steam coil that had 
fallen on top of the wreckage.

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‘The Catspaw Convention. 

The evolution of the republican par- 
ty on the money question may be seen 
in the propositions seriously put for- 
ward by the monetary commission ap- 
pointed by the Indianapolis convention. 

It is well known, in the first place, that 
the Indianapolis convention was con- 
ceived and convened under republican au- 
spices. It was intended that that conven- 


tion should do what the republican na-- 


tional convention did not dare to do— 
declare publicly the pledges which the 
republican leaders privately made at St. 
Louis. | 

‘As the result of this catspaw conven- 
tion we have— 

— 1. A straightout declaration for the 
_ gold standard. 

2..A demand for the retirement of the 
greenbacks. 

3. A demand for more bonds—the se- 
curities to be payable in gold. 

4. A formal announcement of the end 
of all attempts to secure international 
bimetallism. 

These declarations and demands con- 
stitute the evolution of the republican 
party on the financial question up to 
date. The catspaw convention—we give 
it the name not in derision but in: behalf 
of historical accuracy—simply announces 
publicly the programme to which the 
republican leaders were secretly pledged 
at St. Louis. 

This is well attested by the frankness 
with which Mr. Gage, the secretary of 
the treasury, announced the republican 
““programme. The St. Louis platform 
made no mention ofthis programme 
whatever. There is not a word in the 


document about it, but now that-the re-, 


publicans are in control, Mr. Gage comes 
forward and announces that the object 
which the administration has in view is 
—we quote his language—‘‘to commit 
the country more thoroughly to the gold 
standard, remove, so far as possible, 
doubts and fears on that point, and thus 
strengthen the credit of the United 
States both at home and abroad.’ 
Now, that is the announced programme 
of the administration, and it is the an- 
nounced plan of the “monetary .com- 
mission” created by the catspaw con- 
vention, so that, putting the two an- 
nouncements together it is easy to per- 
ceive that the Indianapolis convention 
and not that at St. Louis, represented 
1 the real purposes of the republican 


"There was an effort made by some of 
the more nervous members of the house 
committee on currency and banking to 
persuade thé secretary of the treasury 
to change the language he had em- 
ployed, so not to commit the admin- 
istration to the gold standard outright. 
But the plan failed. Mr. Gage refused 
to modify or temper his language. 

It has been said that he offered his 
resignation. ‘That may be true, but he 
knew it would not be accepted. He knew 
the terms on which Wall street had 
accepted the action of the republican 
convention and the proffer of his resig- 
‘nation was merely @ stage trick. At any 
tate, the resignation was not accepted, 
and Mr. Gage’s declaration of the ad- 

ministration’s intention ‘‘to commit the 
country more thoroughly to the gold 

standard” is now issued in official 
shape. It is a declaration that repre- 
gents the plans of the administration, 
and the secret pledges made by the lead- 
“ers at St. Louis. 

' If the republicans had been frank 
with the people, if they had declared 
their intentions as candidly as Mr. Gage 
and the catspaw convention avow them, 
the party would have lost the election, 

just as it will lose this year and in 1900. 

It will never have another opportunity 

“to commit the country, more thorough- 

ly to the gold standard” by the retire- 

ment of the greenbacks and the issue of 
more bonds. 
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The Modern Stage. 


such refined. personalities as Jase 
Jefferson, Mary Anderson, ‘Sol Smith 
Russell and other distinguished artists 
of like character upon whom the faintest 
cloud of suspicion has never once rest- 
ed. Writing of the peculiar surround- 
ings of the modern stage, one of the 
leading exponents of ‘the drama makes 
the following pointed observation: 


There are on the stage, as in other walks 
of life, many tempters—brutes whose very 
existence seams only to be for the purpose 
of setting off in brighter colors the lives of 
the virtuous and the good. A young girl 
on tthe stage may meet one of these. If 
she is weak and over-ambitious she may fall 
But then that girl would fall in other walks 
of life, did she meet with equal temptation.

And, chafing under the necessary delays 
and disappointments, they give way to the 
very first temptation, hoping to win quick- 
ly what they would ultimately win with 
honor. Would I advise one who is dear to 
me to enter the profession? If I thought 
that she was morally strong and had a nat- 
ural ability and really needed to earn a 
living, I would be quite as willing to havé 
her go on the stage as to pursue any other 
following. 

Since there is nothing essentially im- 
pure in the dramatic art, but on the con- 
trary, much that appeals to the noblest 
emotions of which the heart is capable, 
may not the day soon come when the 
stage will be completely free from the 
imputation which now rests upon it? 
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An Object Lesson. 

Outside of Ohio, there is a good deal 
of democratic indifference as to the 
success or defeat of Hanna.

A Graceful Tribute. 
Mr. Al G. Field, the genial and pop- 


ular comedian who has just completed 


a four months’ tour ofthis section. 
contributes’ a breezy and interesting let- 
ter to The Cofumbus, O., Dispatch, in 
which he deals at some length with the 
yellow fever situation in the south. In 
the course of his letter Mr. Field pays 
a graceful tribute to Atlanta. 

Quoting enough of the letter to show 


the high character of the tribute which. 


the distinguished comedian pays to this 
citv, Mr. Field says: 

While the gates of every city or hamlet 
south of Tennessee and even as far north 
as Norfolk, Va., were locked against every 
one who had jeft the infected distriéts or 
even passed through them, Atlanta allowed 
all to come and go. Her quarantine recu- 
lations were the best we saw anywhere. 
An experienced physician met all trains 
and examined the health certificates of all 
passengers very carefully. In the case of 
passengers from the infected@*section a 
more thorough examination was made after 
the arrival of the train in the city, ond 
those who showed any symptoms that were 
suspicious were kept in the camp-—of deten- 
tion until such time as their condition could 
be fully @etermined upon. Hundreds of 
refugees from Mobile, New Orleans and 
other infected places were in her hotels, 
boarding houses, etc., and but one case of 
yellow fever. developed in that city. 

If Atlanta could admit hundreds from 
the infected cities and escape with but cne 
case, what risks were other cities taking? 
Atlanta was the cleanest city we ever visit- 
ed. This has led many to the opinion that 
if the m@gney spent in the useless quaran- 
tines had been expended in improving the 
sanitary condition of the various cities it 
would have prevented yellow fever. 

While Atlanta acted purely from a 
sense of duty in extending the shelter of 
her walls to yellow fever refugees, she 
nevertheless appreciates the generous 
compliment ‘contained in the foregoing 
paragraph. Especially gratifying is that 
portion of it which relates to her sani- 
tary condition, for she has always 
taken peculiat pride in keeping her 
streets purged of all rubbish and de- 
cayed matter. With the opportunities 
for observation which Mr. Field derives 
from his extensive travels he is peculiar- 
ly well qualified to pronounce judgment 
upon Atlanta’s sanitary condition. 

As MY. Field points out in his letter, 
there is more genuine protection to be 
derived from proper sanitary regula- 
tions than from the most stringent and 
effective quarantine measures which 
could possibly be devised. But Atlanta’s 
immunity from epidemics does not con- 
sist alone in her sanitary regulations. 
She lays great stress upon: these rég- 
ulations, of course, but her real security 
from epidemics lies in her situation. 
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Hcme Rule in Havana. : 

While the scheme of autonomy “which 
the Spanish government in its despera- 
tion has provided for the purpose of re- 
taining its hold upon Cuba goes into 
effect with the present week so far as 
the work of preliminary organization is 
concerned, it yet remains to be seen what 
effect the establishment of this mock 
system of home rule will have’ upon the 
progress of the Cuban war. 

Of course it is not to be inferred from 
the ‘action of the Spanish government 
in formally putting its proposed scheme 
of autonomy into effect that the cause of 
Cuban independence has been abandoned 
by the insurgents, Such is not the case 
nor is it likely to be at any time in the 
near future. Since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities on the island there has always 
been a certain lukewarm element in 
favor of Spanish home rule, and the in- 
formation which comes from Havana 
announcing the preliminary establish- 


island and even 


tonomists; but experience has taught 
the Cubans that Spanish pledges are not 
to be relied upon, and for that reason 
they prefer to stand by their arms. 

As to the spirit of resistance to Span- 


‘ ish home rule which animates the insur- 


gents there has been no lack of decided 
evidence within the last few days, In 
the most ‘pronounced manner the insur- 
wents harvj2 repudiated the proposed 
scheme of autonomy and given the 
Spanish government to understand that 
nothing short of absolute independence 
could possibly satisfy them. So long 
as the Cuban insurgents are animated 
by this spirit, the home ru govern- 
ment in Havana is apt to pre¥e nothing 
more than a mere figment. pain little 
understands the temper of the Cubans 
if she expects to subdue the present up- 
rising by such means. 


Maxim-Made Prosperity. 

It seems that the wonderful brand of 
maxim-made prosperity introduced into 
the country by Mr. (McKinley and the 
republican party is becoming contagious 
in the east. It has spread from the 
cotton mill operatives to various other 
trades. The last to get a slice of it— 
not counting those who are already 
down with it—are the shoemakers. 

The employees in a great shoe manu- 
factory in North . Brookfield, Mass., 
caught the contagion as a sort of New 
Year’s gift... They were informed that 
after the Ist their wages would be cut 
down.. This will, of course, lead to cuts 
in all competing establishments of the 
east and north, so that speaking after 
the manner of the writer of Ecclesiastes 
who was also a maxim-maker, the end is 
not yet. 

The reason given by the manufactur- 
ers is that they are losing money, and 
will have to go out of business if they 
do not reduce the amount they are com- 
pelled to pay their workmen. The men 
have no other option than to submit. 
They enter the second year of republi- 
can prosperity with reduced wages. 

Here is where the Dingley tariff comes 
beautifully into play. That law imposed 
a duty on hides—the raw material out 
of which shoes are made. It was ex- 
pected, according to the protection the- 
ory, that the manufacturers would sre- 
coup themselves for the increased price 
of hides by demanding a larger price for 
their shoes. But there is another link 
in the chain that Mr. Dingley failed to 
take into consideration, to-wit, the abil- 
ity of the people to pay higher prices. 

The result is precisely what The Con= 
stitution said it would be when the 
Dingley bill was up for discussion. We 
cannot have the gold standard and high 
protection at the same time. One de- 
stroys the prosperity of the people, and 
protection collapses when the people are 
not prosperous. There is a duty on 
hides, and the’ manufacturers, instead of 
recouping themselves by charging high- 
er prices for their products, are com- 
pelled to “get even” by reducing the 
wages of their employees. 

Thus it will be seen that our brand of 
maxim-made prosperity involves lower 
wages for workingmen. This fall, re- 
publican spell-binders will be going 
about boosting of this kind of prosperi- 
ty, and the workingmen will themselvés 
be told that their reduced wages are 
one of the signs of the immensely pros- 
perous condition of the country. 

Well, many of the workingmen of the 
east and north made their choice delib- 
erately. They voted for pauper wages 
under the gold standard, and these they 
are beginning to get. 
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Mr. McKinley is more of a successful 
pardoner of embezzlers than he is as a 
pxoducer of prosperity. 
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‘Evidently preparations are going on 
to give Mr. Hanna’s leg a good strong 
pull. 
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Mr. Gage sticks to his first proposition. 


If Senator Chandler is not for the 
gold. standard he will have to get out 
of the republican party. 
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It is an. easy matter for republicans 
to find out where Mr. McKinley stands 
on the money question. He has already 
indorsed the, programme of the Indian- 
apolis convention.

MITCHELL WANTS TO FIGHT. 


Englishman Says ‘“‘Kid” McCoy Ran 
Away ffom Him. 

New York, January 3.—Following is a 
letter from Pony Moore, the father-in-law 
of Charley Mitchell, who desires to correct 
the impression that the Englishman ever 
declined to meet Kid McCoy. With the let- 
ter is a challenge from Mitchell to McCoy: 

“London, December 2, 1897.—As McCoy 
has beaten Creedon and as he says Charley 
Mtichell would not fight — while he was 
in England, you will oblige by inserting the 
following challenge in yuvur valuable paper, 
just to show the sporting public who flunk- 
ed out of a match.

Nothing has since oc- 
curred to raise a question of the wisdom 
of our choice. ¢ 

The “insufferable self assertion of the ne- 
gtroea since the day ot their emancipation,”’ 
of wich Mr Thorne complains, was with- 
dut ex epiion the result of outside precept 
and example of those who adopted Mr.

Why. Vaccination Sometimes Fails. 
Editor Constitution—Why is it that vac- 
cination sometimes falls to take? 
Eiberton,. Ga., January 1, 1898. 
ANDREW. 
The answer to this question is afforded 
by a recent writer, who says that many 
people follow the safe custom of being vac- 
cinated every five or ten years, since it is 
well known that the protection against 
smallpox afforded by this procedure may 
become exhausted after a time. Usually 
such vaccination does not take, because 
the immunity conferred by fhe previous 
one is still present, but it is not safe to 
trust to this too implicitly, since a person 
may Ve susceptible to the disease, and yet 
for some reason the vaccination may not 
take. One should be suspicious if the arm 
is exceedingly sore, for this does not al- 
ways mean that the operation has been a 
success, but often just the contrary. The 
inflammation may be due to the admixture 
of some impurity with the vaccine matter, 
or, as is'more likely, to contamination by 
an imperfectly cleansed lancet, the fingers 
of the physician or of the patient, or the 
clothing. In such a case the strange mi- 
crobes kill the vaccine. Again, the vacci- 
nation does not succeed, and the person is 
thought to be already protected, but a few 
days later a fever Geclares itself, such as 
typhoid fever, measles or scarlatina. This 
fever is often incorrectly attributed by the 
patient or his friends to infection by im- 
pure vaccine matter, while the truth is 
that the disease had already been caught 
but not yet developed when the vaccina- 
tion was made, &nd this, ike the severe in- 
flammation, also kil's the virus. Another 
frequent cause of failure is that the vac- 
cine lymph is not inserted deeply enough. 
It should be inserted beneath the epidermis 
into the true skin, as shown by the exuda- 
tion of very minute drops of blood. If the 
gcraping is made too deep, however, the 
lood will flow in greater quantity and may 
wash away the vaccine virus, and so lead 
to failure. Finally, want of success may 
be due to the fact that the arm has been 
covered too soon, and consequently the 
lymph has been rubbed off before gufficient 
time has elapsed to permit of its absorp- 
tion. Because of the many, often unavoid- 
able, accidents such as these, which inter- 
fere with the success of vaccination, the 
operation ought always to be repeated in 
two or three weeks, if the first attempt 
does not take.

NEW - ORDINANCE ON \ ELECTROLYSIS 


Original Measure Amended by the 
Committee Yesterday Morning. 
Text of New Ordinance. 


The Board of water commissioners held 


an important meeting at the city hall yes- 


terday morning. The work of thé past 
year was carefully reviewed, and if was 
found that owing to the rapid growth of 
the city and the water system an increased 
wppropriation ts mecessary. The amount 
asked for this year will be $80,000 instead 


of 365,000, the appropriation of last year. 


Judge Hillyer, the president of the board, 
After review- 
ing the department, he asks that water 
pipes be extended all over the city if pos- 


sible; that the city make preliminary ar- 


rangements toward the construction of a 
new settling basin by putting aside $10,000 
or $15,000 each year for five years. This, he 
says, will be needed, and argues that now 
is the time to begin the work. 

He recommends an addition to the boiler 
plant at No. 2 engine house, 
by, urging the board to steer clear of poli- 
tics in the followirg languege: 


‘“‘Never let the water department get into 
polit.cs. This fine property, worth $3,000,- 
000 or $4,000,000, with its varied and compli- 
cated interests, requ.ring in greater part 
technical knowledge and special training 
for its proper administration, and bringing 
the city an income of more than $154,000 a 
year in cash and service, should be man- 
aged on a strictly business basis like some 
great manufacturing or transportation 
plant. It is no place for professionals who 
merely want office with barge pay and little 
work. It should be managed solely from 
the standpoint of public and faithful ad- 
herence to duty. 

“Keep the water department out of poll- 
tics; and every attempt of the kind should 
be condemned.” 


New Electrolysis Ordinance. 

The electrolysis committee also held an 
impgrtant meeting at the chamber of com- 
merce yesterday morning at 10 o’clock and 
agreed on a new section of the ordinance 
adopted by the committee some time ago 
requiring all companies generating electrici- 
ty to transfer their currents from the wa- 


ter pipes. ; 
Vice President Woodruff and Mr. Joel 
Hurt were present, representing the Con- 
solidated. They objected to the ordinance 
on the.ground that it required the currents 
to be confined to their rails or wires, which 
they claimed was impossible, and that one 
company might have to bear the respon- 
sibility of others. An effort was made to 
have the whole matter referred to the new 
committee, but this failed. 
The ordinance, as amended, 


follows: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of Atlanta, 
and it is hereby ordained by the authority 
of the same that it shail be the duty of 
all persons or companies using or employ- 
ing e.ectrical current in the streets of said 
city by or before July 1, 1898, to provide and 
put in use such means and appliances as 
shall well and effectually retain said cur- 
rent upon their own wires, tracKs or other 
works and keep them off of the gas pipes, 
water pipes, cables or other structures in 
said streets and to repair and renew said 
means and appliances or from time to time 
change and improve the same‘as may be 
necessary to accomplish said purpose all 
at his or their charges and expense and at 
his or their own risk, selecting and adopt- 
ing such means and appliances as shall 
effectually accomplish said object and 
maintain and keep the game effectual as 
aforesaid. Any person or company violat- 
ing this ordinance shall be subject to a4 
fine of 3100 for each day and for each street 
where the same may be violate@. and in 
order to a conviction under this ordinance 
it shall not be necessary to show that the 
entire electrical currént imposed on the 
structure of the city or (other persons 
escapes from or comes frdm the power- 
house or works of the party charged as 
aforesaid, but it shall be sufficient for a 
conviction if a company or party by fail- 
ing to restrain its current materially con- 
tributes to the result complained -of as 
aforesaid. 

“Sec. 2. Be {t further ordained by the 
authoritiy aforesaid, That neither the gol- 
lection of any penalty for violation of sec- 
tion 1 above or any prosecution for the 
same shall have the effect to take away or 
abridge the right of the city or any other 
party or company to damages arising from 
the trespass done to property or person by 
such current being permitted to escape 
from the structures of the party generat- 
ing the current or currents, and in case of 
damage to property of the city that the 
same be demanded and collected through 
the proper channel, and on;fallure to pay 
ithat tne same be sued for in any court 
havin® jurisdiction. 

“Sec, 3. Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid. That aW ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict with this or- 
dinance be and they are hereby repealed.”’

The receipts and expenditures for De- 
cember inclfide $31,715,214 received during 
the month from the sale of the Union Pa- 
cific and $517.428 interest paid on: Pacific 
railroad subsidy bonds not due until Janua- 
ry. Excluding these Nems the receipts 
amount to $27,931,494 and expenditures $26,- 
216,663, leaving a surplus for the month of 
$1,714,831. 

As compared with December, 1896, there 
is shown to have been an increase of nearly 
$1,000,000 in the receipts from customs and 
about $1,145,000 increase from internal reve- 
nue sources. .

‘makes some suggestions as to important 
legislation needed by the city. 
City tax titles, the report says, ought to 
be put on the same basis as state and coun- 
ty tax titles with respect to the recitals in 
city tax deeds, being prima facie true 

Instead of the burden being on the party 
asserting the title to make satisfactory 
proof as now obtains, the burden should 
be placed on the party attacking the title 
in the interest of public time.. 

To Regulate Car Fare. 

Express legislative authority to reasona- 
bly regulate the fares charged by street 
railway companies ought, he says, to be 
asked for and obtained. He believes there 
will be no difficulty in obtaining local leg- 
islation ot this kind if asked for by the 
mayor and general council. 

In levying taxes on certain professions 
and occupations for the benefit of the 
state the general tax acts of the state con- 
tain provisions prohibiting cities from levy- 
ing on these professions and occupations. 
The authorjties of the cities and towns, he 
says, ought to make common cause in hav- 
ing tax acts so framed as to remedy this 
inequality. 

Interstate commerce and fts agencies are 
mow free from taxation by states, counties 
and municipalities. He suggests that con- 
gressional action ought to be invoked reg- 
ulating this subject, so that some contribu- 
tion to the support of the local government 
could be realized from this source. 


The Year at the Grady Hospital. 


Dr. T. F. Brewster, the capable superin- 
tendent of the Grady hospital, rendered an 
interesting report. 

The number of patients treated during 
the year was 2,107. The amount expended 
for new supplies, $3,074.64; for sundry sup- 
plies, $6,835.08; for employees, $8,591.32, mak- 
ing a total of $26,333.00. 

The amount paid into the 
from pay patients was $3,945 

The ambulance had 1604 runs during the 
year. The daily average number of pa- 
tients was 73. The report says there has 
been a decided increaSe in the work over 
the previous year, but that the expenses 
have been increased but little. The insti- 
tution, according to the superintendent, 
is well equipped, and is equal in ever re- 
spect to any hospital of its size in the coun- 
try. 

City Electrician Makes His Report. 


City Blectrician Harper says the electri- 
cal consumption and construction is dqgid- 
ediy on the increase. The number of Per- 
mits of all kinds for eletrical equipment, 
etc., amounted to 1276. 

He notes the fact with emphasis that 
there have been no accidents during the 
entire year resulting from electricity. This 
is, ‘he says, the result of the high standard 
of work required in the city. 

Speaking of electrolysis on the waterpipes, 
he says he has found electricity in large 
quantities on the pipés in various parts 
of the city; that many service pipes have 
already been destroyed. He says he can- 
not tell what damage has resulted to the 
mains. . 

The city is now using 625 arc lights and 
507 series lights on the streets, making a 
total of 1,132. Owing to the fact that sev- 
eral portions of the city are poorly lighted, 
he recommends that the appropriation be 
increased so that thirty new arc lights may 
be installed. He also recommends that the 
are lights be series, as many of the series 
lights as possible be replaced with arc. 

From the Prison Committee. 

Chairman Tolbert, of the prisoft commit- 
tee, cites the fact in his report tnat a new 
stockade has been buyilt during the year 
at a cost of $3,063.68. 

The average number of prisoners at the 
stockade has increased from 101 in 1896 to 
112 in 1897. 

The number of prisoners sent to the 
stockade was: Men, 2,994; women, ‘957; 
boys, 482; total, 4,383. The total number of 
days served 48,295. The average number 
of prisoners 112. 

The total cost of maintaining the prison 
was $4,698.81. The cost of keeping a prison- 
er a day is 9% cents. 

The committee recommends that the new 
council appropriate $1,000 to make the old 
building fireproof. 

On Ordinances and Legislation. 

The report of the committee on ordinance 
and legislation calls attention to the follow- 
ing c:ty charter amendments that have 
been passed during ‘the past year: 

The paving laws have been changed s0 
as to require a petition of one-half the 
frontage instead of one-third to be effec- 
tive. The sewer assessments have been re- 
duced from 9 cents to 70 cents a lineal foot 
on abutting property. 

The board of education 
one of the chartered institutions of 
municipal government, 

The city has been granted the right to 
issue $200,000 worth of water bonds for im- 
provements in the waterworks department, 

The clerk of the commissioner of public 
works was abolished as a chartered office. 

An ord nance was passed requiring all 
street railway companies in the city to 
grant transfers. 

Another ordinance was passed to place 
fenders on their cars. 

The liquor laws were changed prohibiting 
the sale of whisky as a beverage by drug- 
gists and taxine the wholesalers $200 and 
ad valorem for the privilege of seiing 
quarts.

Reports on Printing and Streets. 

The printing committee reported the total 
cost of last year’s printing at $7,018.94. The 
city was saved exactly $373.70 over the 
previous year in this department by better 
contracts. , 

After giving an account of the street 
and sidewalk improvements In the city for 
the last year; the street comm ttee recom- 
mended that the sections of Marietta and 
Decatur streets now paved wth rubble 
stones be repaved. The city engineer aid 
commissioner of public works are highly 
complimented on their good work. 

Commissioner Wylie’s Report. 

The report of Commiss:oner of Public 
Works Wylie is full and complete and 
gives a minute detail of all that has been 
done in connection with. this important 
department. 

The report shows that there was expend- 
ed on strects $43.60299, on sewers and 
repairs $4,542.59, making a total of $48,145.59. 

There were graded during the year 9,314 
cubic yards, at a cost of $9,296.99. Put down 
forty-five rock crossings. Built and re- 
paired 634.36 perches of stone wall.* Built 
fourteen catch basins. Built 135 manhoves. 
Put in 6,735 feet of sewer pipe for drains

Committee on Minutes. 

The report of the committee on minutes 
Was not very extensive, but contained all 
the matter necessary to give council an 
idea of the work done during the year. 

The committee reported the records of 
council as being neatly, properly and satis- 
factorily kept by City Clerk Green. In 
1896 it required 620 pages to hold the pro- 
ceedings of council, while in 1897 it required 
880 pages, which is a decided increase. The 
number of papers filed during 1897 was re- 
ported as greater than during any pre- 
vious jear in the h’story of the city. 

The committee states that a number 
of important books in the clerk’s office 
are exposed to destruction by fire and 
recommends that a large safe be purchased 
and that the books be kept in this. 

Committee on Bridges. 

The committee on bridges rendered a re- 
Port which gives in detail all the work 
done on the various bridges of the city 
durmg 187. The amount expended in 
keeping the bridges in proper shape and in 
paying amounts due on one of m was 
$10,762.16. This money was expended in 
painting and repairing and keeping in prop- 
er shape all the bridges. 

The report tells of the various meetings 
held by the committee during the year in 
conjunction with the officals of ra lroads 
relative to the extension of Alabama 
street and the erection of a bridge over 
the Mitchell street croésing. 

This woik is commended to the tncom- 
ing committee on bridges with the hope 
that it will be more successful than the 
retiring committee. It is recommended 
that the brick pavement on the ends of 
Forsyth street bridge be taken up and 
replaced by Williams’s wooden block in 
order that horses wiil be able to walk on 
it with less danger of slipp.ng and injur- 
ing themselves. 


Electric and Other Railroads. 


The committee on electric and other rafl- 
roads submitted a report telling of the 
changes made in the various street rail- 
road companies and of the ordinance to 
— them to give transfers to their pat- 

The report telis of all the matters that 
have been befcre the committee during the 
year and recommends that the future com- 
mittee Strictly enforce all the ordinance 
relative to street railroads, and that when 
Streets are paved these companies be forced 
to put down the best qual:ty of track and 
cause the pavement to be placed sufficient- 
ly close to it. 

Relief Committee. 


The relief committee shows that those 
who have been forced to depend on the 
charity of the city for their support have 
by no means suffered. The report shows 
the burial of W white people at a cost of 
$404 and the burial of 376 negroes at a cost 
of $1,171.50. Thirty-five indigent persons 
were removed to the almshouse at a cost 
of $70. Railroad transportation was furnish- 
ed to 561 persons. 

The work of the Atlanta Charitable As- 
sociation is compiimented on the work it 
has done during the year. The Home of the 
Friendless and the Florence Crittenton 
home, both of which receive appropriations 
from the city, are pra‘sed for the good work 
done by them. The Carrie Steel orphanage, 
the colored charitable institution of the 
city, is also recommended to the council. 

Public Buildings and Grounds. 

The report of the committet on public 
buildings and grounds telis of the continu- 
ation of the arrangement made for the’ 
city offices for 1896 through 1897 and of the 
courthouse deal. The report states that the 
chamber of commerce has agreed to make 
the necessary changes to cause the office 
to be more comfortable. 


Tax Committee. 


The report of the tax committee shows a 
decrease of $141,431.23, which is attributed 
to the reduction of the tax rate from 1% 
to 1% per cent. The committee recommends 
to council the encouragement ux the estab- 
lishment of manufactor.es, since it is be- 
lieved that these tend more than anything 
else toward the upbuilding of the city. 

The applications for free licenses 
during 1:37 been very numerous, and 
committee says it has been very careful 
in the issuance of them, and recommends 
that the tax committee of 1898 be even more 
careful. : 

City Clerk Greene and h'‘s assistants are 
complimented on their efficiency, and the 
tax assessor and those connected with his 

department are also spoken highly of. The

The receipts from liquor licenses show a 
decrease of $7,943.88. In business licenses 
there is a gain of $4.489.27. In water rents 
a gain of $9,144.93.

Police Committee. 

Tie report presented by the. police com- 
mittee was a brief one and related almost 
entirely to the liquor laws. The committee 
stated that it is of the belief that the liquor 
lavs of Atlanta are better tnan those of 
any city, and recommended that they re- 
main in force. 

City Marshal’s Report. 

City Marshal Hili’s report makes a fine 
showing for his department, and discloses 
the fact that he has been busy from one 
end of the year to the other. During the 
year fi. fas to the amount of $155,556.50 were 
turned over to the marshal for collection. 
One hundred and thirty-five thousand nine 
hundred and fifty-nine dollars and seventy- 
four cents of this was collected, while the 
ety bought $3,914.59, leaving the amount 
uncollected $15.712.17. Th's is one of the best 
records ever made by the city marshal. 

The report makes some recommendations 
as to the indiscriminate issuance of 
notices, and says that the assessors’ lists 
should be carefully oberved in order that 
notices will be sent only to those who have 
failed to pay their taxes.

CATHOLIC DECALOGUE IN IT 


Pcsition of the Roman Church on Di- 
vorce Also Embodied. 


THE BOOK IS INDORSED BY THE MINISTERS 


Tie Evengelical Association Recom- 
mended the Book to the Board 
ef Education. 


HE F¥Evangelical Ministers - Associa- 

tion of Atlanta has voted unanimously 

to indorse the textbook of the Bible 
as prepared by Dr. S. G. Hillyer, for use 
in the schools. 

This is the question that aroused so much 
controversy and interest In Atlanta three 
months ago. When the book of Dr. Hillyer 
was first given out to the public and con- 
sidered by the board of education as a 
probable textbook in the schools here, there 
Was a great clamor of objection 

The Catholic church offered the main ob- 
jection to the teaching of the Bible in the 
schools. The Catholics claimed that Dr. 
Hillyer’s book was sectional, and unfair to 
the Catholic church; that it taught only 
the Protestant conception of the Bible. 
This objection was backed up by the Jews, 
who made the same-claims regarding their 
own religion. The combined efforts of the 
‘wo churches succeeded in defeating the 
took before the board of education, the 
board almost unanimously rejecting it for 
a textbook. 

Dr. Hlilyer then went to Father Schade- 
well, of the Catholic church, and asked him 
what suggestions he would make to have 
the.-book acceptable to all churches and 
religions. Father Schadewell suggested 
that the book be changed so as to include 
the Catholic decalogue, and fo have some 
comment upon the eighth commandment, 
s0 as to bring out the Catholic idea of 
restitution where a man has stolen from 
another. He also suggested that the Cath- 
olic position upon marriage and divorce 
be included fn the book. Dr. Hillyer accept- 
ed these suggestions and made the changes. 
He also included the Jewish decalogue in 
the textbook. These changes, he believes, 
. overcome all objections from these two re- 
ligious institutions. 

Dufing the meeting of the Fvangelical 
Ministers’ Association yesterday morning 
Dr. Hillyer spoke and explained the changes 
in his book. He stated that he expected 
the book to meet with the approval of the 
board of education and ail the religious 
bodies in the city. He spoke of the great 
work of educating the young children of the 
city upon the Bible. He said that of the 
9,000 school children in Atlanta fully 3,000 
had need of Bible teaching. : 

The ministers then voted their tndorse- 
ment of the work. The book will be again 
submitted to the board of education for its 
approval or disapproval. It may be ac- 
cepted as a textbook for the public schools, 
though ‘the disposition of the matter some 
months ago appeared to be final.

Tomorrow the red gallows will be taken 
from the basement of the jail, where it has 
been stored, and will be erected in the jail 
yard. Thursday the rope will be stretched 
with a stone, and Friday morning all will 
be ready to execute Cyrus for the murder 
of the negro woman, Annie Johnson. 

Cyrus will be the fifth person hanzed on 
the red gallows. The first was George 
Washington, who shot Ben Oliver to death 
with a winchester on Fraser streec; the 
second was the white man, Ozburn, who 
killed a merchant named Bradley about a 
bill for potatoes; the third was Peter 
Daniel, the negro who killed a woman, and 
his case was very similar to that of Cyrus: 
the fourth was Arthur Hanye, who killed 
Will Spinks in a fight on Decatur street. 

Cyrus wiil be the last victim of the red 
gallows, for before another person is hang- 
ed the new jail will be finished, and in that 
building there will be a patent gallows for 
the executions of all prisoners sentenced 
to die. 

The red gallows was built for Ozbura, but 
before the day of his execution came Gecrge 
Washington was «aentenced and hanged. 
The timber of which the gallows was built 
was orig:‘nally painted a blood red. a most 
suggestive color, but now the paint has 
worn off and the gallows is a dark, ugly 
color. 

Cyrus still refuses to see eny one. itecre 
is no death watch over him, and he is al- 
lowed the freedom of the iail -orridor, and 
walks among his fellow prisoners.

While the city has been interested in the 
controversy over the payment of the yellow 
fever bill presented by Dr. Olmsted, the 
fact h been entirely forgotten that there 
\s ed physician who wants pay for 
attending the little Fleming girl. 

When the little girl was first taken sick 
at the boarding house on Auburn avenue, 
the parents of the child sent for Dr. T.. a 
Longino. Dr. Longino visited the patient 
and after a day or two found that she 
was suffering with yellow fever. He noti- 
fied Dr. Alexander that night and the pres- 
ident of the health board told him to wait 
until the next day, as nothing could be 
done that night. 

The next day Dr. Olmsted was employed 
on the case and he attended the girl every 
day until her recovery. In his visits he 
was always accompanied by Dr. Longino, 
who gave the girl more attention than Dr. 
Olmsted. He now thinks the city should pay 
him for his services. In speaking of the 
matter last night he said; 


“IT discovered the case of fever and gave 
Dr. Alexander notice at once. He instruct- 
ed me to wait until the next day, and I 
did so. The next morning, as Dr. Alexan- 
der had no telephone, I call 
up Dr. McRae ‘and told him I had a 
case of yellow fever. He asked me if I had 
ever had any experience with the disease 
and I told him ‘no.’ He then told me to get 
Dr. Olmsted to go with me to see the girl. 
I asked him about the pay for Dr. Olmsted 
and he said he reckoned the city would 
pay. That was the omly understanding 
about being employed in the case. 

“T was ‘specifically employed by Mr. 
Fleming, but he was shut up in his house 


-by the tity and could not make money to 


pay me, and he said he thought the city 
should pay his expenses, I have no bill to 
present to the city, but I think if they pay 
the others they should pay me, for I vis- 
ited the girl every day. I have talked with 
Mayor Collier, who promised to see about 
the matter.’’ 

Dr. Longino will not present the bill, and 
if he is paid it will be by voluntary act 


of thé board of health.

“G. R. DeSaussure, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear 
Sir: Your letter of the 22d at hand, inclos- 
ing copy of resolutions adopted by the 
southern bankers convention held in your 
city. I am very sorry that in your fifth 
resolution you dfd not include the Bankers’ 
Association of the West and Southern 
States, as our interests are the same and 
I have no doubt but the associations from 
the western states would gladly have’ co- 
operated with you jn this movement. 

“T know the bankers of Lllinois, and es- 
pecially of Chicago, are very much inter- 
ested in the matter and would do anything 
in their power to help the southern bankers. 

“T would be glad to have you take up this 
matter with Mr. W. T. Fenton, president 
of the Illinois Bankers’ Association. Write 
him care National Bank of the Republic, 
Chicago, lll. Yours truly, 

“JOHN L. HAMILTON, JR.” 

Mr. DeSaussure replied to the letter and 
stated that the only reason the western 
bankers were not asked to co-operate with 


the southern bankers was lack of time. It 
was not decided to hold the conyention un- 
til December ist, and the date of meeting 
was set for December 15th. 

Paragraph 5, referred to in the above let- 
ter, is as follows: 

“That the bankers associations of each 
of the southern states be requested to ap- 
point a delegate of one to go to Washington 
and aid in securing federal legislation up- 
on the line indicated in the foregoing reso- 
lutions.”’ 

The interests of the southern bankers and 
the western bankers are very much the 
same and it is natural that they should 
co-operate with each othey. The convention 
held here, while compos? of southern 
bankers, was national in its scope and the 
co-operation of the western banks will be 
sought. It was originally intended for the 
west to join in. the movement and the 
southern bankers are very much gratified 
that the plan has been favorably consid- 
ered by them.

More Interest in That Than in Grain 
and Provision Pits. 


WHEAT WAS WEAK AND LOWER 


Corn Was Weak, Closing at Bottom 
Prices—Oats Weak All Day—Pro- 
visions Active and Higher. 


Chicago, January 3.—Thefe was more in- 
terest aisplayed in the annual board of 
trade election, which took place today, than 
in trading in‘any of the grain and provis- 
ion pits. Wheagé was weak, following statis- 
tical information of that tendency, and 
closed 1@1%c lower. Corn lost %c and oats 
%@%c of tneir former prices. Provisions 
Were strong and 24%@l0c higher at the close. 

Wheat started easier and at lower prices. 
May at 92c, which showed %c decline since 
Friday. Liverpool showed %d decline to 
begin with and northwest receipts did not 
by any means suggest an immediate falling 
off in volume. Those were the features in 
the early news which apparently created a 
desire to sell at the start, and also ex- 
tinguished for the time being any inclina- 
tion to buy. The result was that in the 
first thirty minutes’ trading May declined 
to 6llec, and even at that price showed 
very little tendency to react for some time. 
Trading at the best was rather slow, the 
interest of traders being centered on the 
annua: election. Chicago fteceipts were 
liberal, and the visible supply statement 
was expected to be an additional discour- 
aging factor. The Minneapolis and Duluth 
receipts since last Friday morning were 912 
cars, against 1,607 for the similar time the 
weck before and 374 the first Monday in 
January, 1897. Chicago received 243 cars, 
against 785 a week ago and 165 the corre- 
sponding dey of 1897. The expvrts from all 
countries to Europe last week amounted 
to 7,479,000 bushels, azainst 6,645,000 bushels 
the week before and 5,292,000 the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The quantity on 
ocean passage was neither increased nor 
decreased last week. New Ycrk reported 
some foreign buying orders at the opening, 
but not enough to have any influence on 
prices. There were bids here also for No. } 
northern spring wheat for export, but the 
holiers of all that description now in Chi- 
cago held their property at pronibitive 
prices. The visible supply statement was 
even more tearish in its figures than had 
been, expected. ‘The increase, instead of 
beirg about 1,250,000 bushels, as looked for, 
was 2,200,000, making the total 38,816,000 
bushels. A year ago the visible increased 
only 208,000 bushels, but ‘the total was &,- 
651,000 ‘bushels. About the only distinctly 
bullish item in the day’s statistical news 
was the clearances from Atlantic ports. 
their amount being equal in wheat and 
flour to 881,000 bushels. Of that New Or- 
leans contributed in the shape of flour 78,000 
barrels. The announcement of these figures 
injected a little firmness into the drooping 
market, and Méy, which, in the meantime 
had dropped to 9lc, reaching that figure 
about 12 o’clock, recovered slowly to 91éc. 
It declined again to 91%c, but in the last 
few minutes’ trading reacted again to 9l4e@ 
91°<c, where it closed. 

Corn was heavy at the start ami became 
still weaker as the session progressed, 
closing practically at bottom prices. The 
downward tendency of wheat influenced 
corn, but the immense receipts—913 cars— 
were in the main responsible for the de- 
cline. There was some country selling, both 
through receiving houses and elevator peo- 
ple. Buving was seattered. May ranged 
from 295g to 29c and closed %c lower at 
290 29kee. 

Oats were weak all day. Lones and ele- 
vator concerns were free __— sellers. The 
heavy rece'pts—849 ears—had a good deal 
to do with the liquidation. and sympathy 
with wheat and corn was also. ev'dent. 
There was some recovery from the bottom 
on commission house buving, presumably 
of corn. Mav ranged from 
221%, to 23%@2314c, closing 4@%c lower at 
2314 M233%4c. 

There was active trade In provisions. The 
market was decidedlv strone and h'gher 
at-the ota, due to the small hoe receipts 
and high yard nrices. Jocal longs and 
packers .sold freely at the onening ad- 
vance and caused a econs’deroble reaction, 
hut near the end there was. an increase tn 
buving orders, and pr’ees took another up- 
turr.

WHITE. OFFICIAL 


Another Big Change Has Been Made in 
the Custom House. 


DONE YESTERDAY MORNING 


The Republican Began His Duties at 
the Opening Hour. 


MR. L. 1. MOSES STEPS DOWN AND OUT 


His Successor Is A. W. Hawkins, of 
Ellaville, Schley County—Cre- 
ated Much Surprise. 


with it one important change in the 

official staff at the custom house. A 
negro now ‘holds the place, which up to 
Saturday was hela by Mr. L. T. Moses, 
the brother of ex-Congressman Charley 
L. Moses. 

Yesterday morning when the offices of 
the internal revenue department were 
opened for the day’s work, A. W. Hawkins, 
a negro man from Ellaville, in Schley coun- 
ty, walked in and took Mr. Moses’s desk, 
and assumed the duties which had former- 
ly been assigned to the white man. 

The change from a white democrat to a 
black republican caused great surprise in 


T HE coming of the new year brought 


the building, as no one suspected that the 


change would be made. The first intima- 
tion came vesterday when the new man 
went to work. 

The place held by Mr. Moses was one of 
the most important in the government ser- 
vice. There is no technical name for the 
position, but the duties are those of an 
office deputy or clerk. The place pays about 
$1,500 a year. Mr. Moses resigned because 
he did not want to work under republican 
administration. When Mr. Trammell, the 
democratic collector, was put out of office, 
and Henry A. Rucker appointed in his 
place, ten of the deputies resigned, because 
they did not want to work for a negro. 
Mr. Moses did not then resign. He has 
continued to work for Collector Rucker 
and has been well pleased with the col- 
lector. His brother, ex-Congressman 
Moses, however, urged him to resign, and 
ever since the change in the administra- 
tion Mr. Moses has been pressed by h:s 
family to leave. He finally filed his resig- 

nation and yesterday morning the change 
was made. 

Mr. Moses has gone to his home in Tu- 
rin, Coweta county, where the Moses fami- 
ly lives. He has not yet made any plans. ~ 

Hawkins, the man who succeeds Mr. 
Moses, is a very large black man. He has 
a good education and is said to be well fit- 
ted for the position. He was appointed to 
cure the soreness existing among the south 
Georgia negroes. This is, perhaps, the last 
change that will be made in the office 
force of the internal revenue department. 
There is one otker change which may be 
be made, but this is not certain. If the fa- 
vored republican can be placed elsewhere 
no other office clerk will be removed. 

Several changes in the force of outside 
deputies are scheduled for the next two 
weeks. The list of civil service eligibles 
has been rgceived some time, and five 
emergency appointees have been notified 
that they will ‘have to give up their jobs. 
Their successors will probably be named 
this week.
